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1. Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The negative limitation in line 1 renders the meaning and 
scope of the claim unclear and/or indefinable. 

An exhaustive search of indefinite and/or ambiguous 
language has not been attempted, but only exemplified in the 
preceding paragraph. Therefore the applicant is responsible for 
a thorough review of all the claims to make corrections as 
appropriate. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. §102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this coiintry, or patented 
or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country, before 
the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more 
than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States . 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
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effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was piablished under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language . 

3. Claims 1,2,6-10,14-19,23-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§102 (e) as being anticipated by Crue or Sasaki. 

See Fig. 3 of Crue showing all of the claimed structure 
including the gap plane 167 transecting coils 140; or 

Fig. 20A of Sasaki which shows all of the claimed structure 
including the gap plane layer 29 transecting coils 30. 

Re claims 2,10,19,27; the resistance parameter is 
indeterminate because the structural recitation is 
insufficiently claimed. 

Re claims 6,14,23; damascene construction' is a process 
identification which is apparently well known but is given no 
patentable in these apparatus claims. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

Bischoff & Jensen also shows similar construction to that 
in Crue and Sasaki . 
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5. For a complete response applicant should identify how the 
claimed structure of his invention defines over all the art of 
record. 

Moreover, where the applicant disagrees with the reasoning 
and/or application of the prior art on critical points of the 
claims, they should identify how the claimed structure of their 
invention defines over all the art of record not just the 
applied art. 

Where applicant believes that the art is redundant and/or 
superfluous relative to the critical aspects of the claimed 
invention the applicant may simply state so in rebuttal summary. 

6. Claims 3-5,11-13,20-22,28-30 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims .
